MISCELLANEOUS 

 There was much discussion among the Council members about enacting a hiring 

freeze for County offices except for the Sheriff department.   Jody and Tom want the 

department heads to come before the Council when there is a vacancy in their offices to 

get approval.  Attorney Jim Tyler stated that if you want an opening not filled, you have 

the authority but need to contact the department heads and tell them no hiring even if the 

position is in the budget.  Council decided that they will relook at this after the first 

quarter in 2019.  Jody and Steve both said that personnel are our most expensive thing 

and this is one way to save the most money.  Jody made the motion that from now until 

the March 2019 Council meeting that all positions vacant will be taken under review and 

the office holder must come before the Council before filling the position, even if it is 

filling a budgeted position.  All departments except for the Sheriff.  Tom seconded the 

motion.  Motion carried 5-0. 

 

 The Council agreed that the November meeting will be on Tuesday, November 

20
th

 because of the Thanksgiving holiday. 

 

 Auditor Pam Goffinet prepared a letter for the Council to sign concerning the 

Check Collection budget for the Prosecutor.  They informed the Prosecutor that the 

Check Collection fund is not generating enough fees to support extra pay for an extra 

hour of work for an employee and the funds have be generated to continue the pay.  They 

said the general fund cannot support the shortage.  All Council members present signed 

the letter.
